Every gro- 
cer or dealer, for instance, who sells or of- 
fers for sale any of the prize or lottery 
baking powders is a criminal in the eye of 
the law, and liable, upon conviction, to 
fino and imprisonmont, while thoss who 
sell the gift goods are, morally, as respons- 
ible, for they are offering an inducement 
or prize to housekeepers to usa a food that 
contains a corrosive poison, This isa pre- 
dicament in which it is not possible our 
grocers will care to place themselyes when 
they come to think seriously of the mattor. 

It must be borne in mind that every one 
of those gift or prizo bakiag powders are 
alum baking powders. powders 
cost leas than four cents a pound to produce;

They are sold at the price of a first-claes 
baking powder, so that the swindle, in a

selling, 08 presumably wholesome, an arti- 
cle of a positively injurious character, and 
by means of gifts or bribes inducing rer- 
vants or unsuspecting housekeepers to pur- 
chase or use it in our daily food. 

There should be some prompt method of 
roaching these dangerous prac ices and 
punishing the parties engaged in their pro- 
motion. If the present laws are not ample 
we commend the matter to the considera- 
tion of our Provincial Board of Heulth for 
recommendation of such additional legisla. 
tion as shall be effective for the protection 
of the public.

This species has a wide range, 
and about the last of May numerous speci- 
mens may be seon over cabbage, radish or 
turnip bods or patches of mustard, where 
on the under side of the leaves they de- 
posit their eggs. In about ton days the 
caterpillars are hatched. In abont three 
weeks more they have attained their full 
growth, which is about on inch and a half 
long. Those worms, being green, aro not 
readily distinguished from tho leaves on 
whioh they Myo.

CATERPILLAR WORM AXD BUTTERFLY. 

Of the numerous remedies that have 
been suggested and tried for the cabbage 
worm since it first began to spread over 
the country and to play havoc with our 
cabbage flelds, few, if any, have given en- 
tire satisfaction. It is, however, safe to 
say that tho most satisfactory remedy 
thus far discovered is in the use of pyre- 
thrum, The general experkence with this 
insecticide is most favorable, and as high 
authority as Professor Riley unhesitat- 
ingly recommends it for all the different 
worms affecting ihe leaves of our cabbage 
plants, 

Some have found hot water very effect- 
ive on a largo scale. Living plants will 
bear without injury, for a few seconds, 
water hot enough to kill soft bodied ia- 
tects. The water shonld be at the tem- 
perature of about 160 devs. when it 
reaches the plants. Jt will rool somewhat 
during application, azid allowance should 
be made for this. The pyrethrum is, 
however, advised, and there is no reason 
why every farmer sbould not use it, for it 
or bubhach, which is practically the same, 
is now very generally for sule throughout 
the country. 


One Way of Removing Fenca Posts, 

Pratrie Farmer gives the following de- 
scription, with illustration, of a elmple 
device for pulling fenco posts: 


“Take a two by sight inch plank, four 
feet long, and a log cliatn. Sot the plank 
on the ground at a slant of abont 45 degs 


| with top end against the post; fasten the 
| chain sround the foot of the post, and 
; then paes chain over the top of the plank. 


Hitch on the team and see how eacily they 
will pull out a post. To save time, | gen- 
erally drive the wagon oloso to the row of 
posts, fastening the chain to the hind 
axle, close to tho round nearest to the 
posts, and load them into the wagon as 
fast as pulled. I like the idea of farmers 
giving such simple ways of saving time.” 


TIMOTHY AND RED CLOVER, 


Timely Hints About the Two Great For- 
age Crops of the Country. 

Timothy may properly be placed at the 
lead of all the meadow plants for produc 
ing bay of the finost quality. It 1s peren 
nial in character, and when well estab- 
ished lasts several years without the ne- 
cessity of plowing up and reseeding. Tim- 
otby, howerer, 1s 
grass, from the fact that it will not bear 
close cropping as well as many others. 
Its chief excellence consists in ite pro 
duction of lay of the purest and finest 
quality for al) general purposes, and espo- 
clally for horses, in which it has no rival 
Wherever timothy flourishes it is uni 
versally preferred for hay and sells for the 
highest price. 

Thmothy is best adapted to a partially 
moist peaty or clayey soll, and does pot 
thrive to well on Nght, sandy lands. 
When sown alone half a bushel of seed to 
the acre is the rnle; it may be sown in 
either spring or fall, but autumn eowlng 
is the more common practice.

Care must be observed when pasturing 
red clover while wet with dow or rain, as 
cattle are likely to eat enough of it to 
cause bloating, which not unfrequently 
results in the death of the animal. It fs, 
in fact, unsafe at any time to cvurn cattle 
whon hungry into a large growth of 
clover and permit them to eat their fill. 
Of course when {it has become partially 
croppod, and the cattle are accustomed 
to it, they may bo allowed to grate at 
will. Red clover is not really a pasture 
plant, and ita best rosulis are realized by

very usual plan is, to sow clover in the 
spring, using from 12 to 20 pounds of 
seed to the acre, eccording as tho soil may 
be loam or olay.

Its proper 
place in the order of value as a farm pro- 
duct is generally thought to be between 
timothy aud bine grass. Clover seed 
when kept undamaged will retain its 
vitality for many years.

The black knot on cherry and plum 
trees was shown to be a fungus disease 
penetrating the bark.

He described 
the ammoniacal liquor of ths gas facto 
ries, and sald it was one of the best forma 
of nitrogenous manure, Potash is found 
in plants in the mines of Germany. Phos- 
phoric acid builds up the frames of ani- 
toals, and is found in the bones of ani- 
mals. It also exists in the slag of iron 
furnaces, in natnral deposits in the south, 
along the St. Lawrence and in the Can- 
adas.

INTERPROVINCIAL TRADE, 


One of the stock arguments of the advo- 
cates of the fad has been that the Dominion 
{s a widely soparated series of provinces,

It is explained, says the London Free 
Press, that in both years the articles of 
flour, live stock and lumber were local, as 
distinguished from through freight for ex- 
port. As regards grain there were 440,- 

~ 454 bushels of local freight in 1887, againat 
331,170 in 1878. The total increase of 
freight in 1887, as compared with 1878 was 
608,000 tons,and of the proportion between 
local and through freight the increase is 
about equally divided. In 1879 but 570 
tons of coal was shipped from Nova Scotia 
tothe upper provinces. This increased to 
10,246 in 1880, and in 1886 had reached 
175,512 tons. Shipments of retined sugar 
from Halifax and Moncton to the upper 
provinces Jast year were 146,988 barrels, 
which, before 1878, came from the States. 
_ A large increase in traffic is also reported 
in various other lines and shows the enor- 
mous increase of our inter-provincial trade, 
asa result of the offorts made to that end 
both industrially and politically.

Ventilation For Consumption, 


BECONMENDATIONG RY THE 
VOAND OF HEALTH. 


Dr, Rae prosided at Saturday's sitting of 


the Provincial Board of Hoalth, 
Dr, Cassidy prosentod tho roport of th 


Voramittes on Ventilation, After a review 


of the means whereby consumption may bo 


| communteated, it concludes with those ro 
| commendations 
1, That the sputa of consumptive pati- 
ents, whenover it is possible to have it ao, 
bo received into suitable vessels containing 
a disinfectant and as soon as possible dis 
posed of by tire. 
2, That tho frevat possible ventilation o 


rooms occupied by consumptive patients be 


f 


always and in every case secured, and in 
order te acoomplish this result that (u)a 
minimum spavo of 100 cubic feot should be 
allowed to each occupant of a bedroom ; (b) 
superfluous curtains, carpote, furniture’ 
eto., should be forbidden ; (c) wall paper on 
bedrooms should aleo be forbidden. 

$. That as consumption is the principal 
osuse of doath in this province, and the 
germs of this disoasy must therefore bo 
widespread, thorough vontilation of public 
buildings, especially school rooms and 
dwollings, is strongly recommended. 

4. The sanitation and health resorta in 
which consumptive. pationts are brought 
into close proximity with pationts affected 
with other diseases, more particularly dia 
easos of the alr passage, are to be avoided: 

5. That in hospitals tuberculous patient® 
ought to be separated from those affected 
with other diseases, 

6. That ina private family ocoupanocy of 
the same bed, or even uf the same room 
with a consumptive patient, if consistent 
with the duties of humanity, be forbidden.

Mr. Wilson was right. Daring the period 
in which the old reciprocity treaty was our 
rent, the numbor of farmers sold out by 
the shoriffs in thie province was annually 
very much greater—we should say from five 
to ton timos as great as during the N, P. 
period, from 1879 until the presont time. 
The files of the newspapers and of the 
ofticial Gazette show that this is the case 
The worst period experienced by the far 
mers of Canada during the past thirty 
yoars was from 1959 to 1866, under the 
reciprocity treaty. They also suffered much 
from the competition of our neighbors, from 
1866 onward, until in 1879 that competition 
was very greatly mitigated by the N. P. 

The Whig, the Express and other Grit 
newspapers are doing their best to render 
the tarmera of Ontario discontented with 
their lot by asserting that they are worse 
off than those of the United States, but the 
facts aro against them, as is shown by offi 
cial statiatios, Taking the adjoining states 
of New York and Michigan for comparison 
with Ontario, the statistics as to price and 
yield per acro, which were quoted by Mr. 
Dalton McCarthy in his speech on trade 
relations between the United Kingdom and 
other parts of the ewpire, show as follows : 
“ Wheat—Ontario, $20; Michigan, $16 17, 
and Nev York, $14.76. Rye—Onatariv, 
28.96 ; Michigan, $6.67, and New York, 
$7.37. Oate—Ontario, $11 27 ; Michigan, 
$9.91, and New York, $10.05, Barley— 
Oatario, $15 27; Michigan, $1398 and 
Now York,$16.12. Hay—Ontario,$14.12; 
Michigan, $12.85, and New York, $13 39. 
Ovorn—Ontario, $17.86 ; Michigan, $11 12, 
and New York, $17.81; and potatces— 
Ontario, $54.27 ; Michigan §29.08, and 
New York, $25.20.” 

It is evident from these figures that, as 
compared with the agrioulturists of the 
great states named, the farmers of Ontario 
are happily situated ; and were the com- 
parison extended so as to embrace all 
articles of farm produce, rent per acre, and 
the imposts which the farmers bear in the 
form of atate and municipal taxation, the 
result would be overwhelmingly in favor 
of Ontario, 


HIGH LICENSE. 


The New York High Liconse Bill, which 
is only awaiting the sanotion of the Gover- 
nor to become law, provides a fee for the 
highest grade of liquor of $1,000, and for 
the lowest, $300, and the beer licenses 
range from $400 to $100. There is also a 
storekeeper’s license, the fees of which are 
between 8500 and $200, as the Board of 
Excise may direct. Special arrangements 
are nade for druggists. The law leaves a 
great deal to the discretion of the Boards of 
Excise.

K#EFEK'S ESTIMATE, 

It will be seen by a letter from C, H, 
Keefer, C. E., published below, that the 
engineer's estimate of the ovst of the bridge 
is much within what we have hitherto cal- 
culated on, being but $96,000, and this, 
too, including ten per cent. added for office 
and incidental expenses, superintendence, 
etc, ’ 
Apart altogether from the public benefit 
of a bridge—the gain to this city and to 
Ameliasbury—the undertaking has been re- 
garded by those who have looked thorough- 
ly into itasa safe and profitable invest- 
ment at a cost of $126,000, as at this 
figure they conclude it would yield a fair 
dividend after paying for maintenance and 
running expenses. The difticulty has been 
that we have few individuals in our own 
midst with means suflicient to take the 
matter in hand alone,and outside capitalists 
naturally look uponit asa small local af- 
fair, and if not of suflicient importance to 
be undertaken by the municipalities that 
are to be benefited by the increase of traftio, 
there cannot be much in it for them, end 
so do not enquire further. If it were an 
undertaking involving half a million dollars 
or more, which promised the same rate of 
interest on the inyestment, we would have 
capitalists in abundance to take them up. 
[t is simply on this account that the city is 
asked to take stock. After the bridge is 
built the stock could be marked at or above 
par, though the coat were the larger figure, 

It is folly, then, to talk about it increas- 
ing the taxes of the people, for it would 
not, even at the outside estimate, cost the 
ratepayeracent. It would pay its own 
way even at that. How much 
vinced of this ought we to be when we now 
tind that the work is going to cost only 
about three quarters of what we were 
reckoning on! In view of tho factait neems 
to us to be sheer madness in any one in- 
terested in the wolfare of the city to op- 
pose the by-law. Wecan conceive of no 
greater folly than tu argue, because we are 
deeply in debt and the tax rate high, we 
are not to avail ourselves of what will sure- 
ly increase the business of the place and 
thereby leasen the tax rate by inoreasing 
the value of property.

The act to abolish forfeit- 
ures for treason and felony was also read a 
second time,

| A Monstrous Orime, 
| A RAILWAY TRAIN WRECKED AND A MAN 
j FATALLY BEATEN. 

Cuicaco, May 4—A Chicago, Barling- 
ton & Quinoy freight train was wrecked 
late last night when entering the Louisville, 
New. Albany & Chicago yards, and under 
circumstu:ves which lead to the belief that 
it was tho wo: \k of atrikers or sympathizers. 
After the oi.jine and two cars had passed, 
some unknown miscreant threw a switch, 
and the next fitteen care wero derailed and 
piled up, a hopeless wreck, in the ditch. 
Just as the switch was thrown, a man near 
the rear of the train threw a tie on the 
track, wrecking the last three cars. Ma- 
terial of a highly inflammable nature, used 
for oiling wheels, which wag in the centre 
of the train, was set on fire. It blazed up 
fiercely, and speedily the flames spread to 
the adjoining cars. Tho lake fire engines 
responded to an alarm and but one car was 
burned, The wrecked train was strung 
along the tracks for nearly haif amile, three 
or four tracks being blockaded. Just after 
the wreck occured a policeman found the 
conductor, Jas, Edwards, lying near the 
tracks at Forty fifth street, badly bruised 
and nearly insensible, When revived he 
said threo men had boarded his cab ose at 
Thirty-seventh street crossiog and attacked 
him. He was beaten on the head with 
some instrument and his papers ani yvalu- 
ab'es were taken and then he remembered 
nothing more until he was found by the 
police. The phyeicians think he will die.

depositors was £1,698,221, considerably 

leas than eight millions and a half dollars. 

On tho 3lst of December last the deposits 

amounted to £50,874,338 or over $250,- 
000,000. In addition to this the balance of 
Government stock held by 35,305 deposi- 
tors was at the close of the year £2,896,- 
945, so that the total sum due to the 
depositors of the Post Office Savings Bank 
was £53,771,277 and the number of agpar- 
ate accounts was 3,731,321. The depoarits 
, last year wore 6,662,395 in number, and 
, amounted to over seventy eight millions of 
dollars. 

The postal order businoss dune by the 
Britieh Post Office is very great, ‘The a- 
mount of money transmitted was £12,909,- 
000 and the number of orders was 31,608,- 
711. The Postmaster General says that 
“the 6s, the 10s, andthe 20s orders con- 
tinue to be the most popular and are found 
to be about half the total.” 

The Post Office in Great Britain, 
withstanding the very considerable loss on 
the telegraph service, isa payinginstitution.

Making War With Pigeons. 

The ceneus of carrier pigeons now being 
taken is an anoual proceeding which the 
War Office instituted some little time ago as 
one of the means for excluding from Farnce 
carrier- pigeons from Germany and Belgium. 
Not long ago it was discovered that im- 
mense numbers of pigeons were being ays- 
tematically taught to find their way from 
Paris, as also from different points between 
the capital and the frontier, back to their 
homes either in Germany or Belgium Tho 
year before last 3,000,000 foreign pigeons 
were brought into this country to be started 
homeward. Some of these no doubt be- 
longed to friendly pigeon societies in Bel- 
gium. As, however, there was no pos- 
sibility of making a distinction between 
German and Belgian birds, the French 
Government prohibited the loosing on 
French soil of any that came from either 
country, Whenthe Germans began this 
surt of thing they had the coolness to 
despatch hampers of pigeons to different 
French station masters along the line of 
country over which the pigeon-training 
operations were being carried on, at the 
same time requesting those oflicials to be 
kind enough to open the hampers and set 
the pigeons free, This was soon put astop 
to. Then the device was employed of first 
sending the pigeons to Belgium, and thore 
gotting them redirected to France, where, 
by this means, they arrived as innocent pig- 
eons from the neutral kingdom. But the 
trick was soon found out, It may be won- 
dored what can be the object of teaching 
German pigeons to find their way over 
French territory and of having secret pig- 
eon houses in France. In the case of a 
French town or district being the objoct of 
hostile operations, it is, no doubt, impos- 
sible to believe that German spies could 
carry on pigeon communications with their 
Governmen without speedy detection. The 
idea, however, seems to be that, during the 
disturbed poriod following tho order for 
mobilization, which is just the tie when 
information relative to the enomy’s plan of 
campaign would be most necessary to the

SILOS AND ENSILAGE, 


Some Facts Regarding a Subject That Is 
HKecoming Popular With Many Farmers. 

So many different forms of silos are in 
use varying in cost and capacity, says The 
New York World, that lengthy descrip- 
tions of them cannot be given, nor is it 
necessary when the general principle is 
understood, For a sfo of moderate capa- 
city, which is to remain permanently for 
use from year to year, it will be best when 
it can be located inside of a barn or some 
other building, and indeed, in most other 
cases, to have it all below grotud by mak- 
ing an excavation of the size wanted. If 
the ground is firm cement on the smooth 
dirt, but if liable to cave in then a brick 
or stone wall will be required, which must 
be cemented. One of the advantages of 
such a silo over those wholly above 
ground consists in the ease with which it 
can be filled from the first floor instead of 
elevating the ensilage in some way to the 
top of one above ground. In taking out 
from an underground silo only so muchof 
the top should be removed at a time as is 
necessary for getting at it 
and tho ensilage can be raised in a large 
tnb or square box swung by blocks and 
tackle, with the aid of a small windlass 

A silo can be made of any form so that 
air and water are excluded, but it will be 
found best to make the width about one 
third of the length, and the depth may be 
rom twelve feet upward as desired 
Large and expensive silos are usually 
divided into compartments, with various 
appliances for cutting, filling and empty- 
ing, according to the ideas of the owners. | 
It is estimated that for a cow that has 
pasturage for half the year 275 cubic feet 
of ensilage will generally be sufficient. In 
locating a silo and determining whether it 
shall be above or below ground, the con 
veniences afforded © fox filling, 
emptying and feeding should be primarily 
considered.

When water is situated in out of 
the way places on a farm, cows will often 
go thirsty for a considerable portion of 
the day rather than make a special jour- 
ney to obtain it.

It is an important object 
with the dairy man who desires the high- 
est success to promote, as far as may be 
(without resorting to artificial meaus), the 
taking of an abundant quantity of water 
by his herd. Milk cannot be made with- 
out water; and when it is secreted largely 
a large amount of water is absolutely re- 
quired.

A Conventent Cattle Stall. 

Among farm conreniences recommended 
at one of the western farmers’ institutes 
is the cattle stall here illustruted. The 
Minnesota Farmer describes it as follows: 

Each animal requires a space three to 
four feet in width, according to size. The 
platform upon which the animal is to 
stand should be about five feet long, in- 
cluding a space of one foot width 
slatted, for the hind feet to stand upon. 
The spaces between the slats should not 
be more than three-fourths of an inch in 
width. Every slat should rest edgewise 
upon end supports; that is, the wide way 
of the slats should bein a vertical diree- 
tion. Under this grating a space four to 
six inches in depth is left open as far back 
as the solid floor. All that is liquid falls

Armour’s B g Business, 


An {dea of the magnitude of the bosi- 
ness done by P. D. Armour & Co., of 
Chicago, in'a bingle year, may be gathered 
from the following figures, which we find 
in an American exchange :—Total distri- 
butive sales during 1887 were $60,000,000, 
exclusive of buard of trade transactions ; 
slaughtered — hogs,1,381,009 ; cattle, 525,- 
700 ; sheep, 118,000. They turned out 
pork, beef, lard, oils, dry salted meats, 
pickled meats,smoked meats,canned meats, 
and fertilizers to the immense total of 
425,285,000 pounds. Their buildings cover 
50 acres of ground, the floors of which 
occupy 125 acres. Chill room and cold 
storage area, 30 acres, and storage capacity 
120,060 tons. Employees, 5,000 in summer, 
and 6,000 in winter : wages paid last year, 
upwards of $3,000,000.

Canada at Glasgow,

| From 1870 to 1884 the aintual estimates 
of prices of milk cows and other cattle 
advanced yearly, ahd the decline has since 
been uninterrupted, without exc option for 
either class of stock. The fall In milk 
cows bas been over 5 per cent., and tn 
oxon and other cattle a decline of 10 per 
cent. in the last yoar 

The extension of cattle growing, ac 
cording to Statistician Dodge's recent re 
port, has been normal, corresponding very 
nearly with inérease of population 
Though prices have been low and heavy 
losses havo occurred in some of the ranch 
districts, there is an abiding faith in the 


future of the bnginess, grass being the 
most. abundant sourco of 
beef, yielding perkaps nine-tenths of el 
that is produced in the country. Corn 
has a relatively small share in the beef 
making in any country. The northwest- 
ern states are giving more and more prom- 
inence to cattle, the wheat interest rela- 
tively declining in the older settlements. 

Milk cows are receiving rather moro 
attention than in recent years in the east- 
ern and middle states, and aro increasing 
everywhere with the advance of popula- 
tion. There is some recuperation from 
the depression felt in cheese making dis 
tricts, New York especially, where prices 
of their products ruled so low 

The belief Is expressed, in the report 
quoted from, that the stock Interests of 
the United States are in a comparatively 
prosperous condition, with a prospect of 
advance in prices, especially those of | 
cattle.

Tho Asparagus Beetle. 

We are informed that the common 
asparagus beetle appeared the past sum- 
mer in such vast numbers in New Jersey 
that the owners of some rather extensive 
plantations of this excellent vegetable 
have almost concluded to abandon its cul 
tivation in consequence of the depreda- | 
tions of the insect named. It seems al- 
most unaccountable that any cultivator 
of asparagus should Imow how to quickly 
destroy this well known pest, inasmuch 
as it has been published hundreds of 
times during the past twenty years. The 
remedy is dry caustic lime scattered over 
the plants in the morning when wet with 
dew. The larva of the asparagus beetle 
is a small, soft, naked, thin skinned 
grub, and the least particle of lime com- 
ing in contact with this causes almost in- 
stant death. If the grubs are killed there 
will be no beetles.—American Agricul 
turist. 


Fancy Flower Gardens, 

The inclination is growing for carpet 
beds and fancy flower gardens. To read-

Brine Salting Butter. 
A practical advocate of brine salting for 
butter recommends the proportion of one 


half pint of salt toa gallon of water in 
making the weak brine that is used to | 
wash the butter, a little more or less salt 
being immaterial Churning is stopped 
while the butter isin the form of gran 
ules about as large as a pinhead; the’ but- 
termilk is drawn off, and at least enough 
of this weak brine is pat In to float the 
butter, and the buttermilk is washed out, 
the brine being drawn off and the process 
repeated till the brine runs clear. The 
strong brine to be next used is asaturated 
solution—as much salt as the water will 
dissolve. Tho washing brine ts thor 
oughly drained from the butter, and | 
enough strong brine ls poured on to cover 

it. In this strong brine the butter stands 


till every single atom |s covered with a | 
film of brine. Great difference of opinion 
prevails in regard to the advisability of 
brine salting. As good authority os T

Had the 
rate of interest of 1878 been continued 
the country would have paid Inst year 
$10,500,000. That it is paying close upon 
two million dollars a year leas than at the 
rate of 1878 is certainly evidence that in the 
estimation of interested and keenly intelli- 
gont investors Canada has mado rapid 
strides in development and stands in a 
vastly better position than she did ten 
years ago.

POISON FOUND IN CANDY, 
Ainmsple Tests That Can Me Applied by 
Any One Who Suspects Hin Denter,. 
Tho board of health has not interfered 
sften with the manufacturo of candy in Now 

York city, though the fact that candy is very 

frequently adulterated ‘is well known, and 
there can be no doubt that occasional Inter- 
ference would be wholesome It would be 
doing injustice to many confectioners to say 
that tho practice is almost universal, and yet 
one is tempted to say it, for the proportion 
of adulterated confectionery that is sold ts 
yery large compared with the pure. The 
subject has not escaped notice, and Dr. Ed- 
son has recently given some points of inter- 
est to every candy cater, and bas described 
some simple tests that may bo easily and ad- 
vantageously applied before cating atyewrs 
pected candy. He describes the nadultera- 
tions as being of three kinds; those for bulk, 
those for color and those for flavor, 

For bulk, in order to increase the profits, 
the confectioner will use terra alba, kaolin, 
ground quarts, whiting and starch. These 
Dr. Kdson declares injurions, though not 
poisonous, He advises that a little of the 
suspected candy be dissolved in cold water. 
If kaolin or quarta has been used it will 
settle to the bottom.of the ginss, Lf whiting 
(ground chalk) is present, a little acid will 
make the solution effervesce. If there is 
starch, a drop or twoof tincture of iodine 
will turn the solution to 4 bluish color 

By burning’ little of the candy and mix- 
ing the ashes in water and a little chloride of 
barium a white cloudiness may be produced. 
| If itis, there is probably terra alba in the 

candy. Adulterations for color, he says, are 


some of them harmless, and somo highly in- 


jurious He recommends that a little of the 
If the color is 
dissolved out, dip a white woolen yarn in the 
solution. If thefyarn is colored, the adul- 


| teration is probably a coal tar color; if this 


sred it may contain aréenic. If the alcobol 

does not remove the color, put a drop of 
hypochlorite of calcium in solution on the 
candy. If thecolor fades out it is probably 
harmless, The commonest poison used for 
color.is chrome yellow, which isa very dan- 
gerous poison. Pour ammonia on the candy. 
If it turnsred it contains turmeric, which ia 
barmless. 

Dissolve some of the candy in a clear tum- 
blerof water. Hold this in the sunlight and 
look at the water against a black background. 
If it looks yellow green as seen against the 
black, and yellow when held to the light, it 
is barmless. I contains fluorescein. Lf 
these results are not obtained, don't eat the 
candy. It probably contains chrome yel- 
low. Again, dissolve a bit of any suspected 
ehocolate or brown colored candy in a glass 
of hot water and see if any burnt umber {s 
left in the bottom undissolved in the form of 
a brown, gritty residue If so don't eat the 
candy. No simple test is kiuown by which to 
detect the: presence of prussic acid, fusel oi), 
oil of vitriol, wood alcohol and rancid bet 
ter, allof which, with some other ingredi- 
ents, are sometimes used to give a pleasant 
flavor tothecandy But if the candy was 
bought from a réputable first class dealer, 
and any of it is left after all these tests are 
applied, you may eat it without serious ap 
prehensions,—New York Mail and Express. 


Diamonds Guarded Ingeonlously, 
When the French crown jewels wero sold 
by auction last season it is well known that 
the finest and most historic of the gems, in- 
cluding the famous “regent” diamond, were 
reserved, and these may now boseen in the 
Louvre, in the gallery called after the well 
known statue of Apollo, which is such a 
prominont object in it. Before these price 
less gems were exposed, however, a commit- 
tee of skilled officials and experts was ap- 
pointed in order to decide on some plan for 
rendering their loss by theft virtually im- 
possible, And this is what the committee de- 
cided upon: The jewels are exbibited in a 
showcase, the glass plates of which are ex- 
ceptionally thick, and the iron framework of 
which is abnormally strong, and an attend- 
ant has been appointed to specially keep 
watch over the precious exhibit all day long. 
Should he have the slightest cause to sus 
pect any visitor or visitors he has only to 
touch a button easily within his reach, where 
upon the glass case promptly disappears 
from view andsinks into a jally con- 
structed shaft, over the top of which the 
same automatic machinery causes thick coy- 
ers, formed of thick meta) plates, to close 
with asbarpsnap, The ingenuity displayed 
in carrying out this plan is remarkable, and 
the fact that the clockwork apparatus bas 
cost close upon £800 will convey some idea 
of its complicated character, — London 
Figaro.

everything to God in prayer,” in which all 
heartily join until the whole building rings 
with the melody of the hymn.

had been in service. The city sod pledg- | 
ed to place a low pressure boat on the route 
at the expiration of the present lease, which 
would'he at the close of next season. Be 
side the boat; it would require new slips,as 
the p:esent slips are not large onough for a 
boat such as the city will have to build, all 
of which would cost $20,000. The question 
which faced him ag a rate payer was, which 
shall [ do, put the $30,000 in the bridge or 
$20,000 in the boat? The opinion he had 
come to, after looking into the matter as 
best he knew how, was, by all-means let us 
have the bridge. (Applause.) Mr, Keefer 
was 4 competent person to prepare an esti- 
mate of the bridge. He had arrived at the 
figures he had submitted to the promoters 
after getting costa of the material to be used 
from the manufacturers. No person,to his 
mind, should diepute Mr. Keefer’s figures 
unless he had some practical knowledge 
in the premises, Lu referring to the slips 
he said that if the one ou the Ameliasburg 
side cost $1,500, a new and a larger one 
would surely cost as much or more and a 
slip would also be needed on this side, A 
permanent roadway for use at the will of 
the people would, he believed, double the 
trattic done by the ferry. | At the close of 
his able remarks he introduced the follow- 
ing resolution :— 

Whereas, in the public interest, it is 
necessary to provide better accommodation 
than has hitherto existed between the city 
and the County of Prince Edward, this 
meeting is of upinion that a bridge ought 
to be built, as this would not only bs the 
safest, most economical and constantly

He 
thon detailed the ateps taken by himself to 
secure the charter ; the opposition he had 
in securing it from the Government, and 
the small oppositiun it met from the Com- * 
mittee after the preamble was adopted. Iu 
referring to the ferry boats, he said it had 
been shown that when two boats were run- 
ning, the reyenue was mych more than 
when byt one hoat was on, showing that 
the greater the accommodation the greater 
the traffic. The plan of the proposed bridgo 
was exposed, and elicited applauge, 

Ald. J, W. Johnson proposed that Mr.

Mr, Ritchie, resumiug, referred in evath- 
ing terms to those who had rumored that , 
he had nv intention to pay his stock.

combitie was “only a little one,” just a 
teeny, weeny little bit of an ‘*Association,” 
which was positively harmless, as it had to 
theet the competition of the world; and 
avyhow if it was wrong and did harm to 
the country it was.the wicked Tory tariff 
which did the harm and not the poor in- 
nocent, sincere denouncer of everybody's 


‘oombine except his own, who only sought 


to make unduly large profits because the 
sinful tariff didn’t interfere to prevent it. 
And he wanted—oh | how earnestly he de- 
sired |—this taritf which had tempted him 
to do wrong to be repealed, so that the 
bonds of transgreasion which he declined 
to loosen, although porfectly able to do so, 
might be broken for him.

Winpsox, Ont, May 17.—O0 Monday 
night a man named Edmunds, of Sandwich 
west, went to revival services ata colored 
ehurch in Windsor and left his four child 
ren at.home in bed. About ten o'clock the 
eldest child, a girl nine years old, waa a- 
wakenied by the falling of a piece of timber 
on the bed, She immediately the 
baby in her arma and ran to a neighbor's 
house for help and when ghe got back to 
the house the fire had'gained such headway 
it was impossible to reach the other child- 
ren.

+, cate or apologize for foreign msssions» We 


smile when we think of Dr. Ryland rebuking 
William Carly, the immortal shoemaker of 
Paulerspurg, and saying ‘‘sit down, young man, 
when God wants to convert the heathen He'll 
do it without your agency.” Or, as we think 
of the General Assembly of Scotland a little 
later, pronouncing the idea of universal missions 
*tanatical and absurd, dangerous and revolu- 
tionary.” Or, later still, and coming nearer 
home, whén one of the Senators of the State of 
Massachussetts objected to the proposed chiarter 
of the American Board of Foreign Missions on 
the ground that it would ‘export religion, 
whereas, there is none to spare among our- 
selves," forgetting the word which declares, 
“there is that scattereth and yet increaseth,”’ 

But while it is true that'few would now cavil 
at’ foreigh missions, there is a lamentable 
amount ‘of ignorance on the subject among the 
majority of Christians, and,althongh knowledge 
does not always kindle zeal, yet real is general- 
ly ‘according to knowledge’ and cannot exist 
without it. One of the crying evils of the 
chnrch of Christ to-day is, it seems to me, more 
definite and intelligent information about for- 
cign mission work : —first, as to what has been 
accomplished, second, as to what is now being 
done by the noble men and women who are 
bearing thé heat and burden of the day, and 
third, thé tremendous amount of real hard, 
heayy work that yet remains to be done. 

The Rey. A. T. Pierson, in his thrilling book 
“The Crisis of Missions,"’(a book which should 
be inthe hands of every christian) well says, 
that ‘facts are the fingers of God,” and a 
kndwledge of the grand facts of the march of 
moder missions is the necessary conditlon of 
intelligent knowledge therein, We are all apt 
to have the horizon of our sympathies bounded 
by the narrow limits of our immediate environ- 
ment, ourselves, our families, our church, gus 


city, &c., forgetting our Lord’s exhortation to 


“lift up our cyes and look on the fields, for 


they’are white already to harvest.” ‘‘Look not 
every man on_ his own things, but every man 
also on the things of others. 


If there were no other grounds for engaging 


in foreign missions, the one great command, well 
“| called **the church’s marching orders,” ‘‘Go ye 
unto all’the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature,’’ is sufficient, for obedicnce 
should be one of the distinguishing traits in every 
christian character.- ‘*Whosoever,” he saith 
unto-you, ‘fdo it”’ is still incumbent on cvery 
true disciple, and ‘‘obedience is better than 
sacrifice,”’ In the face of these things, it surcly 
becomes not only the duty, but the happy privi- 
lege of every child of God to do his utmost to 
carry out thts command, and by prayer, effort, 
and influence,if not permitted ht

I'm afraid there isa lingering dread in the 


minds of many, both ministers’ and members, 
that if the missionary fire*burn too brightly all 
the fuel will be consumed, that is to say, people 
will give so much for forejgn missions they will 
have nothing left for home work. There never 
was a greatér delusion ; in every case the man 
who is most interested and gives and does most 
for the same work at home—in fact we should 
not put home and foreign work in contrast, the 
great, generous Husbandman looks dpon both 
as parts of one field, “the field is the world,” 
and what is foreign to us is home to someone 
clse, One has said ‘‘when the church ceases'to 
be evangelistic, it soon ceases to be evangeli- 
cal,” and it is so, for it then loves the spirit of 
Christ, which is the spirit of missions, ‘‘as my 


Father hath sent me, even so send I you,” 
When we think of foreign missions we must 
not forget that, strictly speaking, they are the 


outcome of the present century. It was in 1792 


that twelve Baptist ministers met in the little 
cottage of Widow Wallis, at Kettering, and 
formed the first English socicty for ‘*propagat- 
ing the gospel among the heathen.”’ Since then 
what marvellous miracles have been wrought | 
What gigantic strides takeh by this magnificent 
movement! If these twelve men could come 
back to-day and sec how the little ‘mustard 
sced” has developed till it has become a mighty 
tree ‘whose branches cover the carth," they 
would exclaim, ‘‘what hath God wrought ?” 

_ In taking @ rapid review of foreign mission 
it may be well to divide it into a re trospective 
and a prospective glance, looking back at what 
has been stlempted and accomplished, and for- 
ward at what is left for us to do, for there is yet 
**very much Jand to be possessed." —_ Let us be- 
gin with the sun in the east and look at India— 
a name that awakens many tender recollection 
of our earlicst impressions of the need of the 
poor black people, as we then called them. 
India has been called the ‘Gibraltar of pagan- 


ism,” and long and closely has it been besieged 
by the Lord’s hosts, and just as the celebrated 
rock was captured, aflena long and desperate 
struggle, and gave us ThE Key of the cast, so In- 
dia is slowly but surcly yielding to the 
blessed and beneficial infilnence of 
the gospel. The, population i Var- 
jously estimated at from 200 to 250 millions ; a 
people of wondrously keen intellects and meta 

physical minds, but tied up andbound by two 
of the most formidable forms of religion, Brah- 
minism and Mohammedanism, with their cruel 
ceremonies and caste distinctions.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT, 


Frivpay, May 18. 

Tho promised bill to suppress trade com- 
bivation, wasintroduced by Mr. Wallace, 
but Sir John Macdonald intimated that it 
would not be proceeded with further this 
session.

What Mighce Happes,. 
STRANGE UONJECLURES 48 TO POSSIBLE 
CATASTROPHE TO. THE WORLD, 

Speculation is ever rife'as to what catas- 
trophe may overtake this globe of ours. 
Some one has made a calculation of how the 
earth may be completely submerged—that 
is to say, if only the terrestrial forces could 
be directed in the way required to accom- 
plish such an end. The main height of the 
land above sea level is 2,500 feet, and the 
mean depth of the ocean is 12,480 feet, Only 
2 per cent. of the sea is included within a 
depth of 500 fathoms, while 77 per cent. 
lies between 500 and 3,000 fathoms. If, 
now, the land were filled into tho hollows 
of the sea, the latter would roll over the 
earth’s crust to the uniform depth of two 
miles. 

Another curivus speculation has been 
made concerning what would happen were 
the earth's rotation to cease. The equa- 
torial diameter being twenty-six miles more 
than the polar diameter, the earth would 
present an equatorial zone of solid ground 
miles high above sea level, the water all 
being drawn to the poles. This land zone 
would then be like our arctic regions, apd 
would be banded by a ring of permanent 
ice and snow.—-London Sunday Times.

How Birds learn to Sing, 

_ Most people probably imagino that birds 
sing by instinct ; that the song ofstlie.robin 
is as natural to hin as his red breast, that 
tho bluebird is not more liable to change its 
note than its color 7 and that,untaught,the 
nightingale will always sing tho same beau- 
tiful song. 

This common impreasion, howover, is 
érroneous, Young birds will never sing 
the song peculiar to their tribo if they have 
névor heard it, bubif associated with some 
other bird, willlearn its song instead. A 
redstart once built-its nest under the eaves 
of a house whore a caged chaflinch huog in

ed the chaflinch’a gong. “Another redatart 
was noticed to repeat the notes of a black 
cap which had its nest.cloaa by. 

The winchat aud wheatear havd naturally 
but little variety of notes, but will become 
much better sopgators if confined with oth- 
er birds, and tlie bullfinch can be taught to 
whistle complete tunds, although its own 
natural notes are harsh and insignificant, 
On the other hand, the nightingalo in con- 
finemonht will somotimes exchange its own 
beautiful song for that of some other bird 
that it niay hear. ‘Tlie Hon. Dainos Barr- 
ington says) that he saw a linvot which had 
been taken from the nest when only two or 
three days old, and whioh, not having any 
other sounds to imitute,Jalmost learned to 
articulate, and could repeat tho words 
‘pretty boy” and some other short sont- 
ences.

But the training lies only in the 
mastery ufthe language, not in the rudi- 
mentary work. Months, if not years, of 
uninteresting toil must be spent before the 
pupil receives from his language studies the 
slightest amount of mental discipline. Out 
of the large number of youths that enter 
our High Schools, how many pursue thoir 
language studies to that point whence ef- 
fective mental discipline is obtained? Is 
one inten toosmall a percentage? Lot 
those who are competent state differently, 
if the facts warrant it. 

Again, of those who receive a thorough 
training in the languages, how many, out- 
side of the teaching profession, make any 
practical use whatever of their knowledge ? 
No}! mental discipline by means of language 
studies is too exponsive and cumbrous a 
luxury to suit the wants of the busy farm- 
er and the hard-headed pushing business 
man and mechanic of the present day. And 
is tot this classical training an important 
feature, at least, in giving our High School 
students a preference for professional pur- 
suite / 

The eminent educational writers of the 
present day state most emphatically that 
any subjéct on the school curriculum can be 
made the means of valuable intellectual 
discipline. This being the case, why should 
not those subjects be selected which will 
supply the student, not only with intellec- 
tual discipline, but with a vast amount of 
practical knowledge? Nature touches us on 
every hand, and in overcoming and utilia. 
ing the forces of nature consists the wealth 
of nations. Should not, then, the studies 
which make known tu us the forces of 
nature, the laws by which they act and 
interact, be of vital importance to all those 
engaged in industrial and artistic pursuits ? 
Does not a knowledge of these laws lie at 
the toundation of every branch of mechani- 
cal skill? The farmer and the mechanic are 
brought face to face with nature and their 
success ig measured by.the degree in which 
they make use of and overcome its forces. 
Which, then, is more likely to succced } 
The man, who guided by iostinct and 
the conservatism of his nature, follows 
blindly in the footsteps of his forefathers ; 
or the man who has been led intelligently 
to find out the great underlying principles 
according to which all forcesact! The 
Chinamen furnish au exainpile of the first. ; 
the intelligent practical student of tho ap- 
plied sciences of the other. Should not 
more attention, then, be given to the study 
of the na‘uralsciences in ourschools? Would 
not a better, a higher and more skilful class 
of artizans and farmers arise? Not that 
we would be able in our schools to give all 
the practical and scientific information re- 
quired by any special pursuit, bus by 
showing the student the, true. method: of 
investigation the key would be put into his 
hand whereby howould be onabled to un- 
lock, for Himself"the mysteries of hin trade 
or ovoupation,

Charme of Coban Scenery. 


Throughout the entire trip across Cuba, 
wherover the train halted, in poured a dis 
mal troop of beggars, lottery tickot sellers, 
dulceros with all kinds of sickening sweets, 
of which the Cuban Indies bought freely and 
ate voraciously, and peddlers of glow worms 
and beatles, guava, green cocoanuts, and 
fresh country choesé similar to the German 
achmeerkase If one alightsa for refresh 
mont, another savago horde of ‘eros,’ with 


allsorts of edibles and refescas, are to be 
battled with; and ifn meal at a cafe is taken, 
you are unblushingly charged ‘from §1 to $3 
tn gold. But all these annoyances are os 
naught when the glorious 
tropical panorama provided in this trip 
across the island. The loneliness of the 
northern coastwise country disappears on 
leaving Mantanzas, and of a sudden your 
train iswhirling through a veritable nature's 
garden. Great orange groves are as common 
as tho pino woods in Maine. Vast pineapple 
plantations fill the space between, Here tho 
view sweeps across the river, valley and vast 
reaches of cane grounds, the last cuttings 
being hurried to the massive and groaning 
machinery with the splendid villas behind, 
the whole surrounded by stately coco trees 
and tho lordly palm. There, for miles, 
stretches another valley, a plain of puce and 
yellow where the “last cut” of tobacco is 
being piled by the operarios upon the cujes 
or curing racks, or carried from there beforo 
the dew falls at 8 o'clock, to tho great casas 
de tabacas, where are other noble houses, 
palms and fruits and flowers untellable, 

Hore and there are ranches and herds like 
the shining horned hosts of Camaguay, with 
mounted vaqueros and monteros and their 
wonderful dogs, in pictttresquo groups, with 
the great palmotto palisaded coralles for the 
“round ups, and again by these, porticoed 
houses and quintas, like palaces, Upon every 
stream, at the mouth of flower imbedded can- 
yons, sep like brown gypsies upon peapeln 
side, arethe poor guajiros’ palm thatched 
cabins, And everywhere aro such luxuri- 
ance ip soil and forest, vino and flower, that 
when you reach the splendid city of Cienfue 
gos os the shadows fall, and tho moonbeams 
begin to dance upon its,matchless bay, one 
feels as though the day had been a vision of 
sone dreamland isle where the weird in men 
and the glowing in nature have blended 
in magical spell with indescribable bloom 
and song.—Edgar L. Wakeman in Kansas 
City Journal.

Damage Done by Avalanches. 

We have to go back forsomething like half 
acentury to find in the history of Switzer- 
land and Piedmout any record of calamity 
from avalanches at all equal to that of the 
recent season. The loss of life seems to have 
bean greatest on the steepest southern side of 
the AJps, but the loss of cattlo and destruc- 
tion of flelds and houses on the northern side 
has been perhaps greater, Some of the best 
known resorts in the Valais have thus suf- 
fered. Randa, ip the Zermatt valley, has 
been desfroyed, and in the Saasthal nearly 
all the principal villages haya been more or 
less ruined. Tho damage done is not confined 
to the chalets and cattle sheds struck by 
masses of snow, earth and trees which the 
avalanche whirls along, but the injury from 
the avalanche blast is still more extensiva 
Thus, in Saasgrund, where only part of the 
village is exposed, the other part being pro- 
tected by an immense pine wood, the unpro- 
tected portion, which inclides tho village 
church, was shattered by fragthents of tho 
avalanche, but the doors and windows of 
every house in the village, with hardly a 
single exception, were forced in by the mere 
concussion of air, and the sanio thing hap- 
pened at the Simplon Hospice. 

Tho spray of a large avalanche raises o 
snow storm of such fury as to’ oblige men 
more than a mile off to run for shelter. The 
houses which suffer in this way get rapidly 
filled with snow, and the cattle; ifnot got 
out quickly, perish, As Switzerland {s 60 es- 
sentially the playground of Europe, it is to 
be hoped that the appeal for aid for sufferers 
made by the English Alpine club will meet 
ith a generous response.—London Observer.

Lonpon, May 21.—Mr. Morgan, the 
owner of the recently discovered Welsh 
gold mines, announces that he has com- 
promised his suit with the Governmont, af- 
fecting the titlo to the mineral deposit, and 
gives notice that the work of developing 
the mines will be resumed immediately, it 
haviug been stopped pending the disposition 
of the legal proceedings, In o spoech at 
Dolgally, on Saturday evening, Mr. Mor- 
gan expressed his belief that tho gold yield- 
ed by these mines was the finest in the 
world, and atated that the auriferous ares 
‘s 100 miles in length and 40 miles in 
breadth.

Senator Molnnes' Statistics, 


Senator Molnnes (New Woatininster) ; 
may be an ipgenious man, but his forte is 
not statistics, and he really should be care- 
ful how he airs his information in that 
branch of study. He informed the Senate | 
that he had taken the trouble of sending a , 
circular to 112 United States Consular 
agents in the Dominion, and he had found 
thereby that the number of consular certifi- © 
cates given to heads of families who were 
moving to the United States with their 
household effects, during the three years 
from 1885 to 1887 inclusive, was 13,917, He 
was wrong in stating that all the consular 
certificates refer to heads of families, 
Many of them do; but even the greater 
proportion are granted to single individuals 
who apply for them. He was wrong in 
stating that in order tu ascertain the num- 
ber of persons covered by these certificates 
the number sheuld be multiplied by five, 
Multiplying them by threo would give him 
the extreme outside figure of the emigra- 
tion ; and that would be 55,608. And this 
outside figure of emigration as established | 
by these certificates may be admitted ; but 
there is per contra of this, a fact which Mr. | 
Molnnes might have found without the | 
trouble of sending out so many circulars if | 
he had consulted the last rep rt of the! 
Minister of Agrioulture. In it he might 
have found that similar statistics are ob- 
tained from immigrants coming from the 
United States into Canada on Custom 
House certificates ; that is, the numbers of 
persons, who accompany entries of settlers’ 
effects ; and this isan actual registration 
recorded name by name. This inflow dur- 
ing the years haye been giyen, from the 
United Stated to Canada, was 4b follows :

By these means they have been permitted to 
itinerate freely all over the land) moying from 
place to place, till the people and officials be- 
coming a¢customed to their presence, and see- 
ing that their only object was to do good, per- 
mitted them to rent houses in different cities and 
towns, and settle down to permanent work. In 
this way they have not only acted as pioncers 
for the other Societies, but in cach of these 11 
provinces, they have established stations with 
two or more missionaries, and God is signally 
owning and blessing their labors. If they were 
only brought to embrace the truth as it is in Je- 
sus, these **Oricntal Yankees,"’ swarming as they 
do over every land, would be the premicr Mis- 
sionary nation of the East, and will be so if we 
enter the open doors God sets before us and give 
them the Gospel. If we fail to realise and rise 
to this grand opportunity of the centuries they 
may crowd into Shrstian lands in such hordes 
as almost to swamp Christianity itself. 

From the ‘‘land of tea” to Japan, the ‘land 
of the rising sun,” seems only a step, and so 
remarkably rapid have been the strides of west- 
erm civilization, and so well known, that a pass- 
ing glance is all that is necessary. Work was 
begun by Roman Catholic missionaries as carly 
a6 1560, and then as now the Japanese seemed 
eager to accept a new religion and culture from 
the West, and their success was phenomenal. 
Grasping, however, as usual at political power, 
they alarmed the authorities. Prompt measures 
were taken to stamp out the doctrine, and hor- 
rible massacres were the result, So bitter was 
the feeling, that about 1630 an Imperial Edict 
was published, the exact text of which was as 
follows: ‘*So long as the sun shall warm the 
earth, let no Christian be so bold as to come to 
Japan, and lect all know, thatif the King of 
Spain, the Christian's God, or the great God of 
all, violates this command, he shall pay for it 
with his head.’ It was left to the Americans 
in 1853, by a treaty of commerce, peaceably to 
open this interesting country to the Gospel.

' Watermelon Culture. 

Southern Cultivator gives the following 
advice on the management of this crop: 

A sandy, loamy soil suits melons best. 
It should be well supplied with humus. 
If the land is level and flat, liable to be 
water sogged, it should be thrown into 
beds twelvo feot deep, with deep water 
furrows, having previously been well 
broken, rolled and harrowed. 

If good rtable or yard manure is ayail- 
able, make a compost of twenty-five 
pounds of manure, one pound of cotton 
seed meal, one pound of acid phosphate 
and half a pound of kainit, and work it 
well into tho soll of each hill Great care 
should be takon at this point lest tho cot. 
ton seed meal destroy tho germination of 
the seed. 

The hills should be ten feet apart in tho 
drill After preparation and bedding 
keep the land perfectly clean by running 
a harrow over it as often as may be neces- 
sary Continuo the harrowing until the 
seed is ready tocome up As soon asthe 
plants appear begin working with wide 
scrapes, going over at short intervals so 
as to keop the soil clean and mellow. Un- 
til the vines are one or two feet long, 
thoy may be moved to one side to allow 
the plow to run near the hill; but after 
that the vines should not be disturbed, 
the plows running only in tho middles be- 
yond the ends of the vines.—Southern 
Oultivator. 3

Sweet Potatota 

The sweet potato is extremely sensitive 
to frost and, oxcept in the south, its sea- 
son must be prolonged by means of the 
hot bed. No other plan than sprouting 
and setting the plants is now thought of 
by experienced growers. ~ It succeeds woll 
on nearly any soil that can be easily 
drained, but not on a wet one of any de- 
scription Alluvial and peaty soils are 
not adapted to it. 

The Southern Queen Is the earliest of all 
street fotatoes; the root is very large and 
longer than the “Nausemond, of light 
colory with excellent keopitig qualities. 
The Hanover, or improved Nansemond 
varioty, is'a favorite in Virginia, and the 
yellow Nansemond is preferred by many 
to all other kinds. 


‘A Well Trained Grape Vine. 


In the cut is shown a Mills grape rine 
properly trained on a Kniffin trellis of 
three wires. Tho system is an exceed- 
ingly simple one and the illustration 
makes it so plain that a full description 
would be superfluous. The symmetry 
shown in training and the well balanced 
distribution of fruit over the vine Is only 
a matter of skillful management. 


Artificjal Manures. 

Results obtained with artificial fertill- 
zers and especially with what are known 
as “complete manures,” are often sur 
prising tn potato culture and truck gar- 
dening. Potatoes grown with the use of 
commercial fortilizers aro less liable to 
diseaso,and the quality of vegetables in 
many instances |s improved. Quality 
seoms to bo largely dependent upon, the 
rapidity and healthfulness of growth, and 
a slow acting manuro will most surely 
produce inferior vegetables, lacking flavor. 
Peas, beans, radishes, carrots, ete., grown 
thereon are tough “and ‘flavorless, and 
likewise many fruits The tenderness 
of beets, carrots, etc., depends on quick

Grits explain the meaning of their agita- 
tion, when they are not trying to throw 
dust in Canadian eyes.

alsc, At present Mr. Butterworth only 
suggests awallowing us, annexing us, tak- 
ing us inside the system commercially, 
leaving the political swallowing for a later 
effort, but even so his offer is not seductive 
for Canadians who believe in Canada. I[t 
is an inducement that Mr, Butterworth 
and his friends are willing to take the work 
of framing our tariff off our hands, and 
very generous of them considering tho 
trouble they experience in’ the operation 
of taritf-making, but. after all it may be 
better that Canadians should not give way 
to this invited indolence, but should con- 
tinue to bear the burden of framing their 
tariif for themselves. There will be some 
compensation for the trouble in the -reflec- 
tion that the home-made tariff, even if it 
has not all the latest scientific improve- 
ments may suit our purpose rather better 
than one made for us by foreigners to serve 
their interests and not ours. 

When this allegorical alligator is disport- 
ing himsélfin Canada he assumes to be 
somewhat gentle and harmless, but as we 
behold his gaping mouth in hia native home 
we have the opportunity of learning that he 
would be a dangerous pet.

MURDEROUS ASSULT ON TORONTO POLICE BY A 
GANG OF TO¥GHS. 

Toronto, May 22.—Late last night Con- 
stable Rutherford and Lilburn attempted 
to suppress a‘row on Centre streot. They 
were set upon by a gang of toughs and hor- 
ribly maltreated. Rutherford’s head was 
cut open by a blow from the sharp edge of 
a shovel, the wound extending tive inches 
and the outer table of the skull being frac- 
tured, His left shoulder was also badly in- 
jured. Lilburn’s left ear was split open, 
and he received an ugly blow on the back 
of his head from a shovel, Both men are 
in acritical condition.

Latest Cheese Markets, 


(Utica Herald, May 22. 

The prices paid at our intorior markets 
last week kept cheese from declining in the 
city during the fore part of the week, but 
as the stock began to come in freely, ship- 
pers stood out and refused to pay what was 
asked, Such a situation could not last 
long at this time of year, aud a compromise 
was soon effected, by which colored stock 
was dropped to 4c. and white 9}@9#c. On 
this basis the market was fairly well clean- 
ed up, but predictions prophesy a lower 
range this week, In spite of the peculiay 
weather of the season and the poor condi- 
tion of cows, itis noted that arrivals are 
on a liberal scale in comparison with for- 
mer years, and no fears are felt about a 
scarcity of stock before summer at least. 

White cheese still lags a little behind 
colored in price, but that can hardly be the 
case for any long time. Nearly all the fac- 
tories haye resumed the make of colored 
stock, and we can learn of only four that 
are still making white. These are factories 
that make a business of white cheese the 
sesson through. With the prospects for 
an increase of stock thus reduced, white 
cheese ought to be worth as much as oolor- 
ed in a very short time. 

Considerable comment has been occa- 
sioned by the prices paid at Utica last week. 
There was nothing in the condition of the 
New York market to warrant ity and ~yet, 
as has been pointed out, there must have 
been some cause or influence behind it. 
That cause is now believed to have been a 
desire to strengthen the foreign market on 
old stock that was consigued for sale on the 
other side.

Much might be written of the spread of the 
Gospel in the lands of the Crescent and Koran, 
and also in Catholic countrics, apparently hard, 
barren soil, dricd up with religions haying the 
form but lacking the power of the trug, (where 
nevertheless the Lord is gathering’ out a people 
for himself,) but we must pass on to the second 
part of our subject, and speak of the Prospect, 

A glance over the world to-day reveals open 
doors in every direction, and noble men and 
consecrated women pressing forward to enter, 
andl take possession in the name of God. In the 
States and Canada alone, a glorious army of 
over 2,500 young students, male and female, 
have volunteered for the work, and their offer, 
**here are we, send us,” mingling with that ap- 
pealing Macedonian prayer that has been sounc 
ing down the centuries, should rouse the Church 
of Christ to the greatness of the opportunity. 
The question used to be, Where are the men? 
Now it is, Where are the means? ana the re- 
sponsibility lies heavily upon every Christian to 
aid in sending these men, A greater mission- 
ary spirit in all our Churches and Colleges is a 
burning necessity, and this would best be 
brought about by every principal College and 
Church being bound by the living link ef one 
of their own members out in the regions beyond, 
When will the Church give a tithe both of men 
and means towards fulfilling her Lord’s fast 
great command ? 

Perhaps a few striking statistics, in closing, 
would help us to grasp the present position of 
affairs, and understand how little is really being 
done compared with what might be accomplish- 
ed, First, as to men. It has been estimated 
that there is but one ordained Missionary to 
every 490,000 heathen, while in the United 
States there is one ordained Minister to every 
800 of the population, These 800 live ina nom- 
inally Christian country, where churches abound 
and the Bible may bein every man’s hand,— 
while the 400,000 are surrounded by all the 
deadening and debasing influences of heathen- 
ism, idol temples instead of churches, and but 
few accessible bibles, and these limited to those 
who can read, an unknown accomplishment in 
Central Africa. As the most needy should have 
the strongest claim, surcly these figures ought 
to be reversed, and’ the 78,000 Ministers sent 
abroad, while the 3,000 Missionaries returned 
home to superintend the 11,500,000 Church 
members, and set them to work spreading the 
Gospel among the 48,500,000 adherents and 
carcless souls in the land ; .and if cach member 
did his share of the work, he would only hare 
to lead four people to Christ, and the whole 
60,000,000 would be Christians in truth as well 
asinname., In China alone there are said to be 
1,500 counties without a single Missionary, aud 
what about India and Africa? Truly ‘‘the la- 
borers are few,”’ and yet these unevangelised 
millions are dying at the rate of 30 millions a 
year ;,a million a month in China dying with- 
out God = This incans 33,000 in 24 hours, 1375 
every hour, 22 every minute, and cvery three 
seconds a Chinese passes into clerpity ; and 
each onc is a never dying soul, 

Second, as to money. In the States about 
$5,000,000 are contributed annually for foreign 
missions, less than 50 cents per member per an- 
num, or the 7th part of a cent per day tor tlic 
convérsion of 1000 millions of heathen, while 
in the same country $1,500,000,000 are spent 
every year for drink and tobacco, an average of 
$25 a year, or 7 cents a day, for every man 
woman, and child ; just 100 times as much vol- 
untarily given to pander to these two vices, as 
to send the Gospel of the grace of: God to the 
perishing heathen. Of the total contributions 
of christians for the cause of Christ, 98 cents of 
every dollar are spentat home, while only 2 
cents are spent abroad, where the need is about 
600 times greater. If these facts and figures 
were prayerfully pondered by every true child 
of God who reads them, much more might be 
done. Let us each pray earnestly, give clicer- 
fully and seek to stir others up to the same zeal, 
and the result will be increased self-denial and 
carnestness in every department of church work, 

As'we appreciate the benefits and blessings of 
the Gospel ourselves, Ict us.do all in our power 
to make it known to others, knowing it is the 
only lever that can clevate and’ennoble litiman- 
ity ; as Lord Lawrence so well said, “where it 
does not convert .it checks, where it does not 
renew 1( refines, where it docs mot sanctify it 
subdues. Everywhere it imparts dignity to la- 
bor, sanctityto marriage, and brotherhood to 
man.” ‘The work is great but so is our God, 
the time is short but opportunities abound ; 
**knowledge is increased’ and many run to and 
fro,” and with steam and electricity, time and 
space arc almost annihilated. Létus, then, in 
God's name, do with our might what our hand 
find to do; let us SIL with? vigilance our own 
corner of the great field, yet hot forgetting to 
look abroad on the whitening-harvest. Let u 
cry continually to the Lordjof the harvest that 
He would thrust forth morélaborers, and haster 
the time when both @ower and reaper shall r 
joice together in bringing in the sheayés, and 
** heaven cry harvest home

‘hoard within the walls of Parliawnent no 
more, but although absent his ringing 


tones and eloquent utterances will long be 
remembered by those whose privilege it 


| has been to hear himin Parliamont session 


after session, Or on the public platform. 


| The same abilities which have so long beer 


dedicated to the servies of Canada will still 
be at her disposal in his capacity as High 
Commissioner. Every one knows the 
splendid work Sir Charles Tupper did when 
he held the position previously and his re- 
sumption of the office at the request of the 
Premier and in the public interest, cannot 
but bo hailed with satisfaction by the 
Canadian people.

The loge are cut inte lengths, not 
longer than four and a half fuet aud short 

or, ae re quirod, by anleam cross cub saw, 
when tho bark ja removed and the piece put 
into a huge stoam box mado of boiler iron, 
for the purpose, by the G. & J. Brown 
Manufacturing Company This box is 
twonty feot long, five feet high and seven 
feet wide. Tho steaming makes the lumber 
yield the moro readily to the knife The 
knife is the all-important part of the busi- 
ness, The machin‘ ry attached to it weighs 
about fifteen tons. The knife proper weighs 
about two tons. The steam cylinder for 
driving it is sixteen inches in diameter by 
live foet stroke, and coupled direct upon 
the knife hoad. ~A separate upright ongine 
drives the set works which feed the block. 
The knife makes 30 strokes por minute 
and can cut asttip for veneering one forty- 
eighth of an inch in thickness or an inch 
thick as the case demands, There is no 
loss in sawdust and the stuff that comes 
from the knife is smoother than though it 
bad been passed through a planer. From 
the knife the materialis put intoa patent 
drying kilo which is convenient, and from 
there 1# emptied on the upper floor of the 
building, where is located machinery for 
cutting into widths, longths and trimming 
edges. The machinery is complete for 
turning out material for all kinds of boxes, 
voneering and other thin cut stull, On ac 

count of the casy method of doing the 
work and the small loss in refuse, the 
company will bo able to put their product 
on the markot at a rate that will practically 
revolutionize the market in tho lines thoy 
touch, 

Mr, John Sweeny, mechanical ongineer, 
of New York, who had the supervision of 
putting the machinery in place, conducted 
the trial cut on Wednesday. The gentle- 
men who witnessed the operation were im- 
pressed with the practicability of the sys- 
tem, and convinced that it will achieve what 
its promoters desire, 

There is $50,000 of preferential stock in 
the company, $40,000 of which has already 
been taken — gentlemen in Toronto. Itis 
their desire that the remaining $10,000 be 
of Belleville capital, and it is fixely that it 
will be soon taken up. When the company 


is thoroughly es and the machinery. 


set in motion, Mr, Napier Robinson, son 
of the ex-Lieut. Governor of Ontario, and 
Mr. S. J. White will have the management. 
It was through the efforts of the latter gen- 
tleman that the establishment was added to 
the industries of the city: This company 
holds the patent right to the knife in the 
United Statesand Oanada. Other factories 
may be established, but the owners must 
pay a royalty for using this pattern of ma- 
chinery. What is required now to make 
this industry complete and a benetit to the 
city, is a box factory to make up the mate- 
rial as it comes from the knife... The pro- 
duct, the managers ‘state, will be sufficient 
per day to employ 200 hands, and there is 
room adjoining tho works for a‘large fac- 
tory. Belleville is centrally located, and 
can ship by rail or water east and west. 
This is an excellent opening for the inyest- 
ment of capital,

THE BROOKLYN TABERNACLE, 

| Trouble Devrolops and Kovobles Charac- 
ter—The Leatty of Unfaltering Fried. 
ship-—A Which Starts _ Darkly 
Often Enda Brightly. 


BROOKLYN, May 20.—The opening hymn 
at the Tabernacle service today begins with 
the words: 

Moro love to thee, O Christ, 
More love to thea 

After making o running commentary on 
some passages of Scripture the Roy, T. Do 
Witt Talinage, D. D., took the text: ‘And 
she went, and came, and gleaned In the field 
after tho reapers; and her hap was to light 
ou a partof tho field belonging unto Boaz, 
who was of tho kindred of Elimelech.” Ruth 
ij, % He preached from these words the 
following serinon: 

Tho time that Ruth and Naomi arrive at 
Bethlehem Is bArvest time. It was the custom 
when a sheaf fell froma load in the harvest 
fleld for the reapers to refuse to gather it 
up; that was to be left for the poor who 
might happen to come along that way, If 
there were handfuls of grain scattered across 

the field after the main harvest had been 
reaped, instead of raking it, as farmers do 


now, it was, by thecustom of the ian¢, leftin 
its place, so that the poor, coming along that 
way, might gleanit and get thelr bread. 


But you say: “What is the uss of all these 
harvest fields to Ruth and Naom{f? Naomi 
is too old and feeble to go out and toil in the 
sun; and can you expect that Ruth, the 
young and the beautiful, should tan her 
cheeks and blister her hands in the barvest 
fields?" 

Bonz owns a largo farm, and ho goes out to 
seo tho reapers gather in tho grain., Coming 
there, right behind the swarthy, sun browned 
reapers, he beholds a beautiful woman glean- 
ing—a woman more fit to bend to a. harp or 
sit upov a throne than to stoop among the 
sheaves. Ah, that was an eventful day! 

It was love at first sight, Boaz forms an 
attachment for the womanly gleaner—an at- 
tachment full of undying interest to the 
church of God in all ages; while Ruth 
with an epbab, or nearly a bushel of barley, 
goes homo to Naomi to tell her the successes 
and adventures of the day. That Ruth, who 
left ber native land of Moab in darkness, and 
traveled through an undying affection for 
her mother-in-law, in the harvest fleld of 
Boaz, is aflianced to one of the best families 
in Judab, and becomes in after time the an- 
cestress of Jesus Christ, the Lordof glory. 
Out of so dark a night did there ever dawn 
s0 bright a morning? 

I'learn in tho first place from this subject 
how trouble develops character. It was be 
reavement, poverty and exile that developed, 
illustrated and announced to all ages the 
sublimity of Ruth's character, That is a 
very unfortunate man who has no trouble. 
It was sorrow that made John Peyvaen the 
better dreamer, and Dr. Young tho better 
poet, and O'Connell the better orator, and 
Bishop Hall the better preacher, and Have- 
lock the better soldier, and Kitto the better 
eoerelopentisy, and Ruth the better daughter- 

-law. 

1 once asked an aged man in regard to his 
pastor, who was a very brilliant man: 
“Why is it that your pastor, so very bril- 
liant, seems to have so little heart and ten- 
derhess in his sermons?” “Well,” he re- 
plied, “the reason js our pastor has never 
had any trouble. When misfortune comes 
upon him, his stylé will bedifferent.” After 
awhile the Lord took a child out of that 
pastor's house; and though the preacher was 
just us brilliant as he was before, oh, tho 
warmth, the tenderness’ of his discourses. 
The fact is that trouble isa great educator. 
You see sometimes a musician sit down at an 
instrument, and his execution is cold and 
formal and unfeeling. The reason is that'all 
his life he has beén prospered. But let mis- 
fortune or bereavement come to that man, 
and he sits down at an instrument, and you 
aiscayen the pathos in the first sweep of the 

oye. 

isfortune and trials are great educators. 
A young doctor comes into a sick room 
where there is a dying child. Perhaps he is 
very rougb in his prescription, and very 
rough in bis manner, and very rough in 
the feeling of tho pulse, and rough 
in his answer to the mother’s anxious 
question; bat years rollon, and there has 
been one dead in his own house; and now he 
comes into the sick. room, and with tearful 
eyo he looks at the dying child, artd he says: 
“Ob, how this reminds me of my Charlie!” 
Trouble, tho great educator, Sorrow, I seo 
its touch fn the grandest painting; I hear its 
tremor in the sweetest song; I feel its power 
in the mightiest argument, 

Grecian mythology said that the rountain 
of Hippocrene was struck out by tho foot of 
the winged horso Pegasus I have often no- 
ticed in life that the brightest and most beau- 
tiful fountains of Christian comfort and spir- 
itual life have been struck out) by the iron 
shod hoof of disaster and calamity. I see 
Daniel’s courage best by the flash of Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s furnace. I see Paul's prowess 
best when I find him on the foundering ship 
under the glare of the lightning in the 
breakers of Melita. God crownsbis children 
amid the howling of wild benaste and the 
chopping of blood splashed guillotine and the 
crackling fires of martyrdom. It took the 
persecution of Marcus Aurelfus_ to develop 
Polycarp and Justin Martyr. It took the 
world’s anathema to develop Martin Luther. 
It took all the hostilities against the Scotch 
Covenanters and the fury of Lord Claver- 
house to develop James Renwick, and An- 
drew Melville, and Hugh McKail, the glo- 
rious martyrs of Scotch history. Ittook the 
stormy sea, and the December blast, and the 
desolate New England coast, and the war 

whoop of savages, to show forth the prowess 
of the Pilgrim Fathers, 
When amid the storms they sang, 
And tho stars heard, andthe sea; 
And the sounding alsles of the dim wood 
Rang to the anthoms of the free, 

It took allour past national distresses to

In this world, so full of heartlessness and 
hypocrisy, how thrilling it is to find some 
friend as faithful in days of adversity as in 
days of prosperity. David had such a friend 
in Hushal; the Jows bad such a friend in 
Mordecai, who never forgot their cause; Paul 
had such a friend iu Onesiphorus, who visited 
him in jail; Christ had such a friend in the 


Marys, who ndbered to him on the cross; | 


Naomi bad such’ a one in Ruth, who cried 
out: ‘'Entrent mé not to leave thee, or to re- 
turn from following after thee; for whither 
thou goest, 1 will go} and where thou lodgest, 
I will lodge; thy people shall bo my psople, 
and thy God, my God; where thou diest will 
I die, and thero will I be buried; the Lord do 
so to me, and more also, if aught but death 
part thee and me,” : 

TLL Again: I learn from this subject that 
paths which open in bardship and darkness 
often come out in places of joy. When Ruth 
started from Moab toward Jerusalem to go 
along with ber mother-in-Inw, I suppose the 


people said: “Oh, what a foolish creature to | 


§0 away from her father’s house, to go off 
with a poof old woman toward the land of 
Judah! They won't live to get across the 
desert. They will be drowned in the sea, or 
the jackals of the wilderness will destroy 
them,” It. was oa very dark morning when 
Ruth started off with Naomi; but behold her 
in my text in the harvest field of Boaz, to be 
afflanced to one of the lords of the land and 
become one of the grandmothers of Jesus 
Christ, the Lord of glory. And so {t often 


is that a path which starts very darkly ends f 


very brightly. 

When you started out for heaven, oh, how 
dark was the hour of coriviction—how Sinai 
thundered, and devils tormented, and the 
darkness thickened! All the sins of your 
life pounced upon you, and it was the dark- 
est hour you ever saw when you first found 
out your sins. Afterawhile you went into 
the harvest field of God’s mercy; you began 
to glean in the fields of divine promise, and 
you had more sheaves than you could carry 
as the voice of God addressed you, saying: 
“Blessed is the man whose transgressions 
are forgiven and whose sins are covered.” A 
very dark starting in conviction, a very 
bright ending in the pardon and the hops 
and the triumph of the Gospel. 

So, very often in our worldly business or 
{n our spiritual career’, we start off on a very 
dark path, We must go. The flesh may 
shrink back, but there is a voice withih, ora 
voice from above, saying: ‘‘You must go;” 
and we have to drink the gall, and we have 
to carry the cross, and we have to traverse 
tho desert, and we arc pounded and flailed 
of misrepresentation and abuse, and we have 
tourge our way tbrough ten thousand ob- 
stacles that must beslain by our own right 
arm. Woe have to ford the river, we havo to 
climb the ;mountain, we have to storm tho 
castle; but, blessed be God, the day of rest 
and reward will come. On the tip top of the 
captured battlements we will shout the vic- 
tory; if not in this world, then in that world 
where there is no gall to drink, no burdens to 
carry, no battles to fight. HowdoI know it! 
Know it! 1 know it because God says so: 
“They shall hunger no more, neither thirst 
any more, neither shall the sun light on them, 
nor any heat, for the Lamb which is in the 
midst of the throne shall lead them to living 
fountains of water, and God shall wipe all 
tears from their eyes,” 

It was very hard for Noah to endure the 
scoffing of the people in his day, while hoe 
was trying to build the ark, and was every 
morning quizzed about his old boat that 
would never be of any practical use; but 
when the deluge came, and the tops of the 
mountains disappeared like the backs of sea 
monsters, and the elements, lashed up in 
fury, clapped their hands over a drowned 
world, then Noah in the ark rejoiced in his 
own safety and in the safety of -his family, 
and looked out on the wreck of a ruined earth. 

Christ, hounded of persecutors, denied a 
pillow, worse maltreated than the. thieves 
on either side of the cross, human hate smack- 
ing its lips in satisfaction after it had been 
draining his last drop of blood, the sheeted 
dead bursting from tho sepulchérs at his 
crucifixion. Tell me, O Gethsemane and 
Golgotha! were there ever darker times than 
those? Like the booming of the midnight 
sea against the rock, the surges of Christ's 
anguish beat against tho gates of eternity, to 
be echoed back by all the thrones of héaven 
and all the dungeons of hell, But the day of 
reward comes for Christ: all the pomp and 
dominion of this world are to be hung on his 
throne, uncrowned hends are to bow before 
him on whose head are many crowns, and all 
the celestial worship is to come up at his 
feot, like the humming of the forest, like the 
rushing of the waters, like the thundering of 
tho seas, while all heavey, rising on their 
thrones, beat timo with theirscepters: ‘‘Halle- 
lujab, for the Lord God omnipotent reigneth! 
Hallelujah, the kingdoms of this world have 
become the kingdoms of our Lord Jesus 
Christ!” 

That song of lore, now low and far, 
Ere long shall svell from star to star; 

That light, the breaking day which tips 
The golden spired Apocalypse, 

IV. Again: Llearn from my subject that 
events which seem to be most insignificant 
may be momentous. Can you imagine any- 
thing more unimportant than the coming of 
a poor woman from Moab to Judah? Can 
you imagine anything more trivial than the 
fact that this Ruth just happened to alight— 
as they eay—just happened to alight on that 
field of Boaz? Yet all ages, all generations, 
have an interest in the fact that she was to 
become an ancestor of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and all nations and kingdoms must look at 
that one little incident witha thrill of un- 
speakable and eternal satisfaction. So it is 
in your history and mine; events that you 
thought of no importance at all have been of 
yery great moment, That casual conversa- 
tlou, that accidental mecting—you did. not 
think of it again for a long while, bub how it 
changed all the phase of your life! 

It seemed to be of no importanco that 
Jubal invented rude {nstruments of music, 
calling them harp and organ; but they were 
tho introduction of all the werld’s minstrelsy ; 
and as you hear the vibration of a stringed 
instrument, even after the fingers have been 
taken away from it, 60 all mugic now of lute 
aud drum and cornet is only the long con- 
tinued) strains of Jubal’s harp and Jubal’'s 
organ. It seemed te bea matter of very lit- 
tle importance that Tubal Cain learned the 
uses of copper aud iron; but that rude 
foundry of ancient days bas ita acho in the 
rattle of Birmingham machinery, and the 
roar and bang of factories on the Merrimac. 

It eeamed to be a matter of no importance 
that Lutber founda Biblo in o monastery; 


but as bo opened that Biblo, and, tho |

and tens of thousands into the kingdom of 
God, among others the great Wilberforce, 
Wilberforce wrote a Book called “A Praoti- 
cal Viow of Christianity,” which was the 
means of bringing a great multitude to Christ, 
among others Legh Richmond. Legh Rich- 
mond wrote a tract called ‘The Dairynian's 
Daughter,” which hns been the means of the 
salvation of unconverted multitudes, And 
that tide of influence started from the fact 
that one Christian woman dropped a Christian 
tract in the way of Richard Baxter—the tide 
of influence rolling on through Richard Bax- 
ter, through Philip Doddridge, through the 
great Wilberforce, through bh Richmond, 
on, on, on, forever, forever. the insig- 
nificant events of this world seem, after all, 
to be most momentous. The fact that you 
camo up that street or this street soomed to 
be of no importance to you, and the fact that 
rn went inside of some church may seem to 

a matter of very great insignificance to 
you, but you will find it the turning point in 
your history. 

V. Again: I see in my subject an illustra- 
tion of the beauty of female industry. 

Behold Ruth toiling in the harvest fleld 
under the hot sun, or at noon takiug plain 
bread with the reapers, or eating the 
parched corn which Boaz handed toher. The 
customs of society, of course, have changed, 
and without the hardships and exposure to 
which Ruth was subjectegl every intelligent 
woman will find something to do. 

I know there is a sickly sentimentality on 
this subject. In some families there are per- 
sons of no practical service to the household 
or community, and though there are so 
many woes all around about them in the 
world they spend their time languishing 
over a new pattern, or bursting into tears at 
midnight over the story of some lover who 
shot himself! They would not deign to look 
ab Ruth carrying back the barley on her 
way home to her mother-in-law, Naomi. . All 
this fastidiousness may seem to do very well 
while they are under the shelter of their 
father’s house, but when the sharp winter of 
misfortune comes what of these butterflies? 
Persons under indulgent parentage may get 
upon themselves habits of indolence, but 
when they conie out into practical life their 
soul will recoil with disgust and chagrin. 
They will fee] in their hearts what the poet 
60 severely satirized when he said: 


Folks are 50 awkward, things so impolite, 
They're elegantly pained from morning untill 
night. 

Through that gate of indolence how many 
men and women have marched, useless on 
earth, to a destroyed eternity! Spinola said 
to Sir Horace Vere: “Of what did your 
“Of having nothing to do,” 
was the answer. ‘‘Ah,” said Spinola, “that's 
enough to kill any general ofus." Oh, can it 


| be possible in this world, where there is so 


nmich suffering to be alleviated, so much 
darkness to be enlightened, and so many 
burdens to be carried, that there is any person 
who cannot find anything to do? 

Mme, de Stael did a world of work in her 
time; and one day, while sho was seated 
amid instruments of music, all of which she 
had mastered, and amid manuscript books 
which she had written, some one said to her: 
‘How do you find time to attend to all these 
things?” “Ob,” she replied, ‘these are not 
the things lam proudof. My chief boast is 
in the fact that I have seventeen trades, by 
any one of which I could make a livelihood 
if necessary.” And if in secular spheres there 
is so much to be done, in spiritual work how 
vast the fleld! We want more Abigails, more 
Hannabs, more Rebeccas, more Marys, more 
Deborabs, consecrated—body, mind, soul—to 
the Lord who bought them. 

VL Once more: | learn from my subject 
the value of gleaning. 

Ruth going into that harvest field might 
have said: ‘There is a straw, and thereisa 
straw, but whatisastraw! I can't get any 
barley for myself or my mother in-law out 
of these separate straws.” Notso said beau- 
tiful Ruth. She gathered two straws and 
she put them together, and more straws, un- 
til she got enough to make a sheaf, and 
another, and another, and another, and then 
she brought them all together, and she 
threshed them out, and she had an ephah of 
barley, nigh a bushel. Oh, that wemight all 
be gleaners! 

Elihu Burritt learned many things while 
toiling ina blacksmith’sshop, Abercrombie, 
the world renowned philosopher, was a phil- 
osopher in Scotland, and he got his philoso- 
phy, or the chief part of it, while, asa phy- 
sician, he was walting forthe door of the 
sick room toopen. Yet how many there are 
in this day whosay they are so busy they 
bave no time for mental or spiritual im- 
provement; the great duties of life crossthe 
field like strong reapers, and carry offall the 
hours, and there is only here and there a 
fragment left that is not worth gleaning. 
Ab, my friends, you could go into the busi- 
est day and busiest week of your life and 
find golden opportunities, which, gathered, 
might at least make a whole sheaf for tho 
Lord's garner. Itis the stray opportunities 
and tho stray privileges which, taken up and 
bound together and beaten out, will at last 
fill you with abounding joy. 

There area fow moments left worth the 
gleaning. Now, Ruth, to tho field! May 
each ono have a measure full and running 
over! Oh, you gleanors, to tho fleld! And 
if there bein youf house an aged one or a 
sick relative that is not strong enough to 
come forth and toll in this field, then let 
Ruth take home to feeble Neomi this sheaf 
of gleaning: ‘He that goeth forth and 
weepoth, bearing precious seed, shall doubt- 
less come again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” May the Lord God of 
Ruth and Naomt be our portion forever!

But any way we look at it the city be- 
comes a gainer by taking stock in the com- 
pany, whether the bridge pays its own way 
or does not, If it pays its own way, which 
we think it is sure to do, then of course we 
gain by the investment, and if it does not 
pay its own way, weare still the gainers, 
for we will have about $70,000 of outside 
capital to help us build this permanent way 
and to establish a means for increasing the 
traflic and business of the city. 


Every house-keeper in the city, rich and 
poor alike, will feel the benefit of an in- 
creased supply of provisions on the market, 
And the value of property throughout the 
whole city will be affected by the increase 
of trade,

THE MONTREAL EXULOSION, 


Four Mon Killed and bive 
jused, 


Badly In 


rhe Montreal Star gives the following | 
fuller particulars of the horrible accident 


ported by telegraph on Saturday When 
the smoke and dust had somowhat cleared 
away, it was soon that the largo now pas 
holder that has beon erecting there during 
the past two yoars had disappeared, and in 
its place the twelve supporting columns, 
seventy foot high, twisted and wrouched, 
two being beokin short off, were rear- 
ing thelr deformed, fantastic figures 
against tho sky. This enormous gasom- 
eter was commenced about two years 
since, and was built after the dosign of the 
other two at the same place, Tho buildin 

was octagonalin shapo and the roof o' 

sheet iron supported by twolve strong iron 
columns, terminated in a lantern. The 
outer caso was of brickwork of great thick- 
ness, and the whole contained a gasometer 
capable of holding about half a milllion 
cubic feet of gas, The building was 125 
feet in diameter. Tho contractors were 
the British Company for the roof and iron | 
work, and Poel for the brick work, and | 
the building had not yot been handed over 
to the company. At half-past cight there 
were eight men working in the building, 
some whitewashiog and finishing the build- 
ing, and others, it would appear, searching 
fora leakage of gas. ‘This latter state- 
ment was denied by the authoritios, 
but was genorally stated to be the fact 
by the men in and about the yard. | 
Suddenly the tremendous explosion occur: 

red, which was so severe that Dr. Mount, 

who lives near Jacques Cartier Square on | 
Notre Dame street east, stated it shook his 

house from the foundations. Those who 

were looking saw the enormous iron roof 

lifted bodily into the air, An immense 

flame of tire shot heavenward, and then fol- 

lowed the sound of falling bodies and gen- 

eral cry of horror, In that crowded neigh- 

borhood there is ecarcely a family that has 

not some one nearand dear to them em- 

ployed in the gas works, and consequently 

the gates of tho works were soon bosieged 

with anxious enyuirers, women with pale 

and anxious faces, and men who came to 

volunteer assistance, Tho firv brigade un- 

der Sub chief Naud were soon on the spot, 

as also was Captain Beckingham with the 

salvage corps. Soon a number of men 

with pick and shovel were attacking the 

debris. The first man brought out was 

Samuel Bell, engine fireman, of 18 Logan 

street, forty two years of age, married, with 

five children, He was badly injured and 

burned and was attended by Dr. Brennan, 

of Notre Dame Hospital, who with Dr, 

Mount, was soon upon the spot. He ling- 

ered about half an hour and then dled. 

John Angel, 45 years of age, of Lafontaine 

street, was next brought out and laid on a 

bank of the adjoining tank house and cover- 

ed with a shroud of sacking. He was bad- | 
ly burned all over the body his hair being 

singed off, and his lips bea: ing the eviden- 

ces of having sucked in the flames, Samuel 

McAffee, 20, unmarried, of 17 Champlain 

street, was next laid beside his companion. 

Ho was also badly burned, all the clothes 

being reduced to shreds and his boots being 

quite dostroyed, The body of Joseph Angel, 

laborer, 22 years of age, brother of the 

above John Angel killed, is somewhere 

beneath the ruins, but it had not been 
recovered up to the time of going to 
press. ‘he authorities at the gas works 
positively refused to give information, Mr, 
J. F. Scriver, the manager and secretary 
absolutely forbidding any particulars to be 
divulged, The real fact, as testified to by 
mavy of the men, is that there was an es- 
cape of gasintc the tank. Policoman 65 
says that just bofore the explosion a hitter 
was seen taking a Jighted lamp into the 
building. He, doubtless, incautiously ap; 
proached the tank with it, which was 
charged with gas, and all the incidents of 
explosion are thus accounted for, The 
damage to property ia estimated at $150,- 
000 to $200,000, but it 1a poesible that the 
walle of the adjoipityy gasometer are 80 
shaken that a large portion of them will 
havo to be taken down. 

Tho explosion was felt for a long dis- 
tance, many residonts in the West end 
havi y felt the chock distinctly and their 
housos having been shaken,

oar.

A Chicago mathematician of an inquiring 
mihd has just completed a curious table, the 
data of which aro taken from the reports of 
the various missionary societies of that city, 
as to the actual cost in dollars and cents that 
{is necessary to convert each individual 
heathen to Christianity, whether he be Chi- 
cago born or otherwise. He figures that to 
“gather! {f’) an ordinary’ TUinols pagan is 
worth as high as $504;23, : 

For example, to make « good Methodist of 
bim costs §25.. Toinduce the same man to 
become a Baptist $30 must be spent. Con- 
gregationalists come at $45. To persuade 
him to bea Bresbyterian is worth’ $60; to be 
Episcopalian’ , while before he. joins the 
Lutheran or Catholic chureh $360 must be 
expended, Outside nations, of course, have 
different prices To make an African a 
Christian, is worth $14; an Italian, $42; a 
Spaniard, $55, and an East Indian, $60. Jap- 
anese, Chinese and Jews cannot be brought 
to a proper way of thinking under $50, ' $100, 
and for the latter race $2,800. From these 
estimates it would seem that conversion is an 
expensive matter, after all, and perhaps Ma- 
homet may havo had some such figures fn his 
mind when he adopted his famous plan of 
conversion with the sword. At any rate, it 
was a much cheaper: proceeding, whatever 
may be said of its morality.—Philadelphia 
Times. 


The Actual Loss in Battie. 

As regards the number killed in regiments, 
the prevailing. ideas are indefinite or incor 
rect, seldom approaching the truth. Nor are 
these errors confined to civilians alone; they 
are prevalent among the officers and men 
who were there and would be supposed to 
know, All this is largely due to the reckless 
and careless statemen too often made 
regarding such losses. Theerroris a some 
what excusable one, as neither officers nor 
men: have the means of} knowing the actual 
loss ‘in overy engagement. They remember, 
perhaps, some of the official reports of their 
colonel as rendered at the close of certain 
battles, but notallof them. These casualty 
reports, as given in, are divided into killed, 
wounded and mitsing, the latter term gon- 
erally including the captured. Many of these 
wounded and missing return; some of them 
during their absence die in hospita)s or mill- 
tary prisons; ‘nothing is definitely known 
about them at the time; so the tendency is 
to consider only the total of these casualties, 
and in time to think of them as al! killed or 
lost.—CoL William F. Fox in The Century.

The Fight Over the Treaty, 


The Fishery Treaty is again the bone of 
contention in the United States Senate. 
Shall it be discussed with open doors or in 
secret session, is the question in dispute. 
Some time ago the President, Secretary 
Bayard, and all the Democratic Senators 
were in favor of an open disoussion, while 
the Republican Senators wanted to dispose 
of it with closed doors. Now, as far as par- 
ties in the Senate are concerned, the situa- 
tion is completely reversed. The Republi- 
cans, with the exception of two, contend 
that the debate on the Treaty should be 
public, while the Democrats to a man op- 
pose publicity, They say that the Repub- 
licans want to have an opportunity, for 
campaign purposes, of making fire-eating 
speeches against Great Britain. They are 
determined to balk them in this if they can, 
They believe that the Treaty is a good one 
and should be sanctioned, and they also be- 
lieve that it is bad policy even if the treaty 
is rejected, to do it ina way that will engen- 
der ill feeling between the United States 
and Great Britain.— Montreal Star.

The vessel will carry six 
masts, each built twelve feet into the hull, 
and fitted with spring stays and shrouds.

The same holds good of our own game 
laws. Wherever they are systematically on- 
forced birds multiply abundantly, afford- 
ing sport and provender to the people in 
season. By wholesale and indiscriminate 
slaughter in and gut of season, the game gf, 
Oatario has been rapidly thinned out, so as 
to threaten early extinction. Let the farm- 
ors constitute themselves into a general 
protective society to see that the game laws 
are observed, and there is no reason why 
this part of the country shoyld not be, jn 
time, as well stocked as formerly with the 
favorite game, birds and animals. —/x

The bulk of the 
best cheese sold at 92., and full cream stock 
ranged from that down to 74c., there being 
practicaliy no difference between white and 
colored, Night ,milk skims of the best 
quality were taken at about 74c., but most 
of them went at 7}@6c.

Down to the present time, however, the 
eae of cheese in this part of the country 
as been on the increase. This comes not 
from an increase of factories, since there 
are oaly two new ones in this whole seotion, 
and one of these simply draws milk from 
the former patrons of another factory ; but 
there has been an increase of cows this 
spring, the dairies haye been filled up, and 
the fact that cheese making was so profit- 
able last year has induced the dairymen to 
go into it more extensively. Probably if 
butter continues to do much better than 
cheese the milk will be withdrawn from 
factories and converted into butter. 
| The receipts of butter ran so full last week 
that there began to be some accumulation, 
and that brought a decline for the first time 
insome weeks, State creamery pails closed 
at 22}0. for top price, and state dairy at 2lo. 
The tall was sudden toward the last, the 
feeling being that it was best to get down 
to rock bottom as soon as possible, 
Following is our usual table of quotations 
for cheese :

| ENGLISH METHOD OF HURDLING SHEEP. 
The above engraving shows how 
, these hurdles are made and the method of 
using them. A row of theso burdles ts 
placed across the field. The field in which 
they are-used consists of six acres. A 
strip of ten feet wide is thus set off, upon 
| which 400 sheep feed. They eat up all 
the grass ppon this strip and that which 
‘they can reach by putting their heads 
through the hurdles, The hurdles are 
| then turned over, exposing another strip 
rather more than four feet wide at each 
turn. When this is fed off, the hurdles 
are again turned over. The sharp points 
presented by the hurdles prevent any 
trespassing on the other side of them, and 
by using two rows of hurdles the sheep 
aro kept in the narrow strip between 
j them. Their droppings are very evenly 
spread over the field, and it is richly fer- 
tilized by them. At “night the sheep are 
taken off ' The growth of the grass con- 
tinues under this treatment, and when 
the field has been fed over, the sheep are 
brought back again to the starting point 


and commence once more eating their way 
along.

How to Pack and Ship Small Fruits, 

For shipping strawberries long distances 
or for eastern markets the gift crato is 
advised, a thirty-two quart ventilated 
crate (quart baskets) such as Florida grow- 
ers use. 
| Blackberries are not good shippers, so 
better avoid sounding to distant markets. 
| The strawberry case is the most suitable 
package.’ Gather this fruit as soon’ as 
fairly colored—while yet firm. . 

There is a good demand for the black 
as well as the red raspberries from the 
canning and preserving establishments, 
but for immediate consumption the red 
varieties take the precedence and are most 
largely shipped to market. Pint boxes, in 
neat, flat three gallon cases, area proper 
packago for this fruit, which will not 
stand long shipment. 

It is advised that gooseberries be shipped 
only in drawers or Strawberry cases— 
twenty-four quarts—as, while good ship- 
pers, they aro liable to heat in barrels. 
Ship them full grown, before the fruit 
turns brown. For currants use the same 
packages as aro advised for gooseberries 
—drawers or quart boxes. 

Whenover practicablo ship the fruit at 
night. Saturday |s a bad day on which 
tomake shipments. Friday is considered 
the best day of the week. Avoid if pos 
sible getting goods into market Sunday 
morning. Sunday night shipments usu 
ally strike a good market. 


Treatment of Young Trees. 

Professor Goessman, of Amherst, 
Mass,, calls attention to the importance 
of the after care of trees newly trans- 
Planted. Ho says: 

It often happens that trees received in 
good condition and very carefully planted, 
fail to grow, from want of after care 
This, for the first season, consists in see 
ing that a sufficient supply of moisture is 
present about the roots. 

In time of drought, watering may be 
avoided by covering the ground for sev 
eral feet about the tree with mulch, five 
or six inches deep, or by stirring the sur. 
face soll once or twice each week. Trees 
planted in turf are especially liable from 
the moisture being taken up by the sur. 
rounding grass roots. This can only be 
Prevented by covering the ground with 
mulch of any waste material, like corn 
stover, old hay, straw, shavings, sawdust, 
fine brush, cider pomace, meadow mud or 
peat. 

The same result may be obtained by 
packing the loose stones often found 
about the tree. Mulching material of any 
kind should not be {n contact with the 
trunk of the trees from Noy. 1 to May 1, 
unless they are protected by banking up, 
or by atin ortar paper band about them 
to protect from injury by mice. 


Where it Pays to Apply Ashes. 

Tho ashes of very old wood do not con 
tain 60 much potash as that of younger 
growth. Ashes generally pay well on all 
ordinary crops, but are specially adapted 
to the wants of frnit trees, grapevinos 
and all kinds of vines, clover and paas 
Perhaps the very best uso that can be 
made of them Is to apply them to sweet 
and [rish potatoes; also specially good for 
peanuts. But they aro also good for both 
cotton and corn, especially in old and 
sandy soils, and may be applied in the 
drill as any othor fertilizer, or dropped by 
the aide of the cotton or corn at first plow- 
lng Wecan suggest no reason for your 
Spparent failure todorive any bonofit from 
the application to corn. Do not mix them 
sphate, as tho potash and 
me in the ashes would cause the phos 
phorio acid to revert as soor as moistened.

Unensiness ia Europe, 


Lonvox, May 30.—Every European cap 
ital is ‘n a state of uneasiness. Paris is dis- 
turbed by renewed references of her public 
men to the day when the army will be called 
upon to defend the flig of France. Vienna 
is echoing to the alarmist speeches of Tisza 
and Falk, St. Petersburg is wild with joy 
with the complotion of her great military 
railroad, that will soon be landing her 
troops at last at the gatos, almost, of Brit- 
ish India, All the capitals are engaged in 
pushing forward theirpreparationafor what- 
ever may be in store. 


The Treaty of 1815 was 
negotiated ata very unfortunate timo for 
we wore struggling 
under the burdens of the war of 1812, 
Great Britain was arrogant and aggressive, 
having just conquered at the battlo of 
Waterloo. Under these circumstance we 
made a dishonorable, humiliating and 
cowardly surrender of our rights, But we 
did have courage envugh to insist that if 
our fishermen were driven by stress of 
weather into any of those surrender- 
ed waters they should be 
if out of wood they could buy it ; if out of 
water they could fill their tanks; if their 
vessels were out of repair thoy could repair 
them, aud they could enter for no other 
purposes whatever, Theo United States 
grew in power, population and importance, 
and grow immensely as to her market. 
Great Britain and Canada looked at these 
markets with avaricious eyes and determin- | 
ed to possess them. There was no hesita- 
tion, no question of rights or decency or 
hospitality, Great Britain said, Your mar 
ket we propose to have, What for! So 
that the Canadian fishermen might be 
quadrupled ; so that when she needed sail. 
ors she would know where to go and find 
the bravest and best in the wide world. 
And so Canada commenced by every con- 
ceivable outrage, wrong and injustice to 
drive our veasels away. She drove them ' 
to sea in storms, she seized them on the 
high seas and searched them. She put 
armed men on board and literally con- 
fined their captains and crews in their 
own vessels, with the American flag 
flying over thom. They were tried in Co- 
lonial courts and their vessels confiscated, 
one after another, until the perils of the sea 
were not half as many as the terrors of the - 
law on shore. Under the treaty of 1854, 
known as the Reciprocity treaty, we were 
permitted to fish within their waters and 
they within our waters, and they were per- 
mitted free access to our markets for their 
fish, and they thus had all they wanted,— 
just what the Senator from Alabama and 
the Senator from Delaware (Salisbury), and 
the Senator from Ohio (Payne), within two 
days had threatened that they should have 
again if this treaty was not ratified.

Lollan kept two sete of certain books, so as 
to hide the true state of the bank’s affairs 
from the directors, Sterling swears that al- 
though he was a director and attended a 
meeting held at the bank on July 29, 1886, 
he did not know that R. A. and J. Stewart 
had their drawn exchange on Stewart Bros., 
London, to the exact extent of $40,000. 
The bulk of this exchange was without 
an endorser. Neither did he know that 
MacLellan, manager of the bank, had sur- 
rendered $76,000 worth of Guy, Bevan & 
Co.'s securities and accepted instead certifi- 
cates of stock in the Trading company to 
the extent of £15,000. It has also been 
shown in evidence that although the Trad- 
ing company had a large amount to its 
credit in the bank when it failed, the bulk 
of it came from the Stewart exchange, and 
was really. the bank's own money, J. T. 
McMillan, one of the liquidators’ clerks, 
swore to-day that the deticiency of the bank, 
after deducting the value of assets, was over 
$1,300,000. The liquidators had realized 
nothing from Stewart or from Guy, Bevan 
& Co, From Geo. McLeod, who owed 
$168,000 when the bank closed they had 
got $5,000, and a promise of a little more, 
The revelations are not calculated to inspire 
much hope in the breasts of note holders, 
MacLellan, who is largely reaponsible for 
the crash, is said to be operating in real 
estate in Omaha,
